Rennea, Aug. 23.— Maitre Laborl. 
leading counsel for tb» defcniM, «nd 
Madame Labori were present In eoart 
when the trial by courtmartial of Cap- 
tain Alfred Dreyfus on the charge of 
treason was resumed at the Lycee. 

A« M. Labor! wa« entering the eourt 
b« waa Informed that General Roget 
received documents from Major Count 
EBterhazy, who is now in London. 
Counsel was much Interested and 
gleaned all the information poMible. 
On the arrival In court of General 
Roget It w«s noticed that he carried a 
bulky envelope containing th* d00<H 
ments referred to. 

M. Drleal, one of M. Quesnay de 
Beaur^ire's witnesses, told a gossipy 
story of meeting Dreyfus at the house 
of an arqiiaintance. M. Bod8on, in 1884, 
when Dreyfus was a llenteniUBt and to 
seeing tlie littt«r in eb&veirsstton with 
a man described to the witness as a 
German attache. This was the sum of 
Ills testimony which was dotted with 
flaahes of unconscious humor as when 
il. Du Brieul said he -told hlfe acquaint- 
ance that be could not frequent his 
kouse If the German visited him. 

The acquaintance, it appeared; excus- 
ed the fact by saying the German was 
not bis but kit wife's friend, Hfitltih 
«avaed geneiia laugh in court, becom- 
tag louder as tf. Du Brleul remarked 
that he had no prejudice agalst Drey- 
fus for visiting his afiquaintance. or 
rather his acquaintance's wife, adding: 

'If tfvary offlcer who Is in love with 
his neighbor's wife is dismissed from 
the army there would be very few left." 

M. Laborl took M. Du Brleul in hand 
and beautifalljr ascertained th4t he 
only knew the visitor was a German at- 
tache because he was told so, and he 
did not know whether he was a mili- 
Ury or a civil attache. He did not 
even know Ma name. Moreover, a for- 
eign military attache would have had 
nothing to gain by cultivating the «c- 
quaintanre of a siinpla lieutenant as 
Dreyfus was then. 

The next witness. Captain Vallalnt. 
testified to seeing Maitre Lebois in Col- 
onel Picquarfs ofHce at the beginning 
of 1896 and Captain Lemonde of the 
artillery, who followed him, spoke of 
the notorious ignorance of Esterhazy 
In artillery matters, showing he ruiild 
not have divulged what was promised 
In the bordereau. 

Bsterbaxy Did Not Renpond. 

Bsterbazy waa called as the next 
witness, but there was no i. spuusy and 
so the court ordered the reading of his 
evidence as given before the court of 
cassation. When Esterhaty's deposi- 
tion had been flnished M. Laboii ask- 
ed that Esierhazy's letters to the pres- 
ident of the republic be read in which 
Esterhazy Is said to h«T» tlireaftaned. 
If the Mandfl ooQtinjNtd. that bis sov- 
ereign, the enfiM^6r, would Intervene. 

General Qonee here asked to be al- 
lowed to respond to Esterhazy's tes- 
itiilony as given before the court of 
tealatloo and declared in a loud voice 
that Vstarhasy's ktaCtentent that he was 
the instrument of tba geMnl Itafl was 
an absolute lie. 

The general traversed Estarhasy's 
•n^f, oootlradioted statemant after 
statement, snd declaring that Ekster- 
hazy could only have had relations 
with Major Du Paty de Clam and the 
late Lieutenant Colonel Henry. The 
general denied having had any rela- 
tions with him. 

Counsel asked that the dossier con- 
taining the documents relating to the 
Ihquiry Into the relations of Esterhazy 
«nd Paty de Clam instituted by Major 
Travemier on behalf of the military 
authorities should be communicated to 
the court and discussed. To this the 
government commissary, Major Car- 
riere, replied that he had applied to 
the military authorities on the sub- 
ject, but his request had been refused. 

Major Carriere replied that he hoped 
Paty de Clam would be able to come to 
court In a few daya. He added that a 
medical eonsultatlon In this connec- 
tion would tal:e place and that the de- 
cision would be announced soon. 

Leading counsel then sulmaitted to 
General Oonse a number of saarohing 
queations on Baterhaty's relations with 
the genera! staff. The general as a 1 1- 
suit became very excited, espeiially 
when asked if there was not an In- 
trigue in favor of Esterhazy and if lie 
did not take part in it 

"It is false. It is false." shouted the 
general. 

Finally counsel asked why £<sterha^ 



waa not arrested after the Inquiry And 
General Oonse replied: 

"Because General Saussler deemed 
It proper to leave him at liberty." 

"Yea," retorted M. Labori, "bjit Gen- 
eral Sauaaier mutt hav* been deceived 
by the general staff." 

This abrupt declaration accompanied 
by an expressive freKtiire was in coun- 
sel's best style and caused a sensatlMi. 

Major Gendron waa recalled after 
General GonlM and supported the lat- 
ter'8 statementa 

General Bolsdeffre then jumped tn 
his feet and denied in the most forci- 
ble manher Esterhgsy'a atatements, 
adding that it he had been preaaM he 
woald have given him the lie with all 
the oooiIwkK ha deserves." 



Coast' Idae Oontnetad* 

Washington, Aug. 23. — The recent 
officials surveys along the southern 
coast of Porto Rico show that the coast 
line Is much more in error than has 
been supposed by scientists. Intonna- 
tion now at hand dlseloses the fact 
that from Ponce to the eastward 
charted as 50 miles, the actual dis- 
tance Is but 43 miles, necessitating a 
contraction of the shora Una on maps 
and charta to the extent of seven miles 
for that stretA alone. If that propor- 
tion of error la found to hold good for 
the whole Island its actual area will 
be greatly drenmaerlbed by tha re- 
sults of the surveys.

Ban Francisco, Aug. iS.— Letter of 

administration of the estate of John 
Mackee Verhoeff. who depa/ted with 
the Peary expetlition for the North 
pole in 1891 and who never returned 
have been aMMd tor by ifla brother 
Harry Vorhoeff who sides In this city. 
As near as can he ascertained Verhoeff 
died in August. 1892. on the coast of 
Greenland, ^is estate consists of per- 
sonal property valued at |6,M0, the 
heirs being the petitioner and a sister, 
Martha Verhoeff, who resides in Louis- 
ville, Ky. 

Oevlln Incident Closed. 
Chicago, Aug. 23.— Senator Jones, 
chairman of the Democratic national 
conuQjttaa, hna dosaQ the DevUn inci- 
dent ^t dfsturbed the peace and har- 
mony of the national committee at St.

To Check IqjuDctions. 
Chicago. Aug. 28.— Chicago central 

labor organizations will unite in a pe- 
tition to the United States congress and 
the various state legislaeure.s to en- 
act laws which will restrict tbe rights 
of Judges to Issue Injunctions without 
hearing evidence from both sides. Fhe 
petition win recite that numerous in- 
junctions have been granted on ex- 
parte evidence which have worked 
hardahips on innocent persons against 
whom they have been directed.

Washington, Aug. 23. — Secretary 
Gage is engaged in the task of ascer- 
taining whence the funds are to come 
with which to pay the largely increas- 
ed army recently determined upon by 
the president and Secretary Root. 

Tha recelpta of the gpvarnment did 
not meet tha extraordinary expendi- 
tures when tlie army was smaller and 
the problem of how to meet the cost 
of 30,000 additional troops glvea tbe 
treasury department some unaaslneas. 

These increased etpendltures cannot 
even be approximately figured out. 
The mere question of pay iji easily de- 
cided, but to this must be added the 
enormous expense of additional trans- 
porta; the greatly Increased cost of 
subsistence, with the army thousands 
of miles away, will require the expen- 
diture of millions of doUara; the added 
coat of n«w equipment for M,000 nen 
and the Innumerable Items that go to 
make an effective fighting army, prop- 
erly clothad, thorou^Iy cqulppMl for 
duty. 

All these things are expensive «nd 

their coat is more or less conjectural. 
Paymaster General Bates says it would 
be impossible to give a rough Idea of 
the cost of a regiment or of the mili- 
tary establishment in the Phlltpplhes 
without weeks of careful investigation 
of accounts. This is now being done 
for the annual report of the secretary 
and until definite figures are known tbe 
paymaster general's department win 
not make a guess. With plans ma- 
tured, therefore, that involve expendi- 
tures running well up Into nine fig- 
ures Secretary Gage, on whom la 
placed the responsibility of providing 
funds, has began to take Ills bearings 
and prepare to meet these new die- 
mands. The administration is unwil- 
ling to make another bond issue, but 
if it cannot be avoided this will be 
done. 

It can be said on the authority of 
treasury ofllcials who have been giving 
the matter careful study for several 
weeks that the dfty-slxth congress will 

not lessen the war taxes imposed by 
the act of June i:!. 1S98. The eormous 
expenditures to be incurred In the next 
two years not only forbid an enlarge- 
ment 0? the general scheme and a stoi^- 
page of the holes throug-h wtiieh those 
supposed to have been taxed have es- 
caped. 

Congress will also be asked to re- 
move tbe ambiguity of the language 
imposing a stanij) tax on proprietary 
medicines so as to include many that 
have hitherto been able to escape 
through technicalities and by tbe dis- 
guising ot their products. The reve- 
nue from the tax on proprietary medi- 
cines is not so large as was estimated 
and It may happen that congress will 
be asked to increase the present tax 
of two and one-half cents on the dol- 
lar on all patent medlcinaa, perfumes 
and cosmetics. 

It has become apparent to revenue 
offlciala that if any adequate increase 
In tha Mtanuaa Is to ha realised it 
must come from the further imposi- 
tion of stamp taxea. Just where to Im- 
pose these taxea la the question now 
bothering thoae in charge. One of the 
propoaitlOB thgt finds favor anvong the 
reyenue officials is tlie placing of a 
stamp tax on all slot machines in 
which there Is any element of eharice. 

Another proposition that has met 
with favor at the handa of the treasury 
department Is one to put a stamp tax 
on all firearms except such as are used 
for national, state or municipal pur- 
poses. This would in fill probability 
be a pretty atiS tax and would yield a 
large revenue, for tbe salt Of flrearma 
In the United States rehebes a total of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars an- 
nually. A similar tax, only less bur- 
densome, la Mfgeatad In connection 
with ftrawwiia, 

It win thUft b« Men that the depart- 
ment has gone Into a field In search 
of revenues that were discarded by 
congreaa when the war revenaa bill 
waa up for consideration. 

TO < AUKY TKOOPiS. 

Arrangement Kor Truiisportatlou of 
SolOiers to the Philippines. 

Waahington, Aug. 28.— The quarter- 
master's department of the army, 
which is employing every nieans ut Its 
disposal for the tran.sportatlon of 
troops to the Philippines has prepared 
the folowing statement on the subject: 

"The following ships will be avail- 
able to carry the first ten regiments 



of recruits to Manilla, getting them 
there about the first of November: 
Puebla, Warren, Columbia. Charles 
Nelson» Sherman, Belgian King, Han- 
cock, Grant, Tacoma, Sheridan, Glen- 
ogle, Pennsylvania, Valencia and Ze;;- 
landia, with probably two or three 
additional chartered veaaela 

"The above will not Interfere with 
getting the last 10 regiments to Ma- 
nilla by the latter part of December. 
The quartermaster's department hei; 
in addition to tha above ships for the 
purpose ot carrying the second 10 reg- 
iments, the following: City of Para 
Thrtar, Ohio, Newport, Indiana, Mor- 
gan City, SenatDr, City of Sydney, St. 
Paul, Puebla, from San Francisco, and 
three other boafii from New York." 



During .lull Delivery. 

Des Moines, la., Aug. 23. — A daring 
and clever Jail delivery from the Polk 
county Jail set at liberty four prison- 
ers. Watchman Viggars had led a 
trusty prisoner out of his cell to clean 
the hells. When he returned his man 
to the cell ha waa aasaulted by three 
other prisooera who had been toekcd 
in a steel cage. The men inside had 
picked the lock, and, throwing the door 
open as Viggars passed, threw a blan- 
ket over him, bound and gagged him 
add locked htm In tha eell they had 
left. They then locked STSry door In 
the cell room and walked out to free- 
dom.

Former Governor Si- 
las A. Holcombe was nominated for su- 
preme Justice by the Popullata and in- 
dosed by tlie dther two' eonvaottaos. 
The pfatforms Indorse and emphasize 
each and every plank of the national 
platform adopted at Chicago in 1896, 
and declare against trusts and the Phil- 
ippine war. Bryan addreaaed all tiiree 
conventions. 

Wreofced by a Hurricane. 
Baltimore. Aug. 88.-<iB9taln Boda of 

the Ftonmshlp Catania which arrived 
from Daiquiri, Cuba, reports that on 
Aug. 20. in latitude 30.;!;!. longitude 
76.38, he rescued from a raft Arthur 
Necalasaa of Gothenburg, one of the 
CTCW of the Norwegian bark Drot. He 
says that on Aug. 11, when off the Flor- 
ida straits, the Drot got into the renter 
of a hurricane. The vessel was wreck- 
ed. NoChtng Is known of tha f«U of 
the crew. 



Cotton Crop Blasted. 
Dallas. TWi.. Aug. 28.— The hot 
winds which have prevailed for the 
past month have destroyed all chance 
of 8 large cotton crop in Texas. Re- 
ports from all over the northern and 
central sections of the state are that 
the crop will not average more than 
a quarter of a bale to the acre. This 
indicates not to exceed two million 
bales for the entire state. 

FerniUsloii' Kerntcea. 
London, Aug. 23.— It Is said that 
Captain "Ben" Parker, the skipper of 
Emperor William's yacht Meteor, at 
the KUf;K''Rtion of Sir Thoma.s Lipton, 
the owner of the America's cup chal- 
lenger, asked his majesty's permission 
to sail Shamrock in her coming races 
in the United States and received a 
reply peremptorily fnrblddtng him to 
do so. 

KIred on tbe Mob. 

Amsterdam, Aug. 23.— The disturb- 
ances at Hllversum, where martial law 
has been proclaimed, continued. The 
mob stoned the troops who are occu- 
pying the town and tha cavalry charg- 
ed on the rioters with drawn sWords. 
Finally the Infantry fired on the mob, 
killing one person and wounding tWO 
others. Quiet was restored. 

Order For Cartridges. 
Birmingham, England, Aug. 23 — A 
firm haa racalved an order for 14,000,- 
000 Mauser oartridgaa far urtant de- 
livery to South Africa. Secrecy Is be- 
ing observed to the exact destination of 
the cartridges, but It is said that tbe 
Boers alone use Mauser rifles In that 
territory.

Pietermartltzburg, Natal, South Af- 
rica, Aug. 23. — In connection with the 
rumor that tbere are many Boers who 
are British subjects and who outwardly 
sympathize with the British while in 
reality they are secret agents of Presi- 
dent Kruger of the Transvaal repub- 
lic, the premier of Natal declared that 
It waa tha iotantlon Of tha British gov- 
ernment to taka fltsps to detect and 
punish any Brlttah subjects co-operat- 
ing with the enemies of the queen. 

It is alleged that much secret iufor- 
maton haa bean conveyed to President 
Kruger and that even ambnaoadea have 
been prepared for the British troops 
in the event Of war by these aacrat 
agents. , 

A force of police hiu been ordered 
to Colenso. owing to rumora of the In- 
tentions of the Boers to destroy the 
railroad bridge at that place. 

Mohlll/.Ing Troops. 
Cape Town, Aug. 23.— Although the 
cabled summary of the counter pn - 
posals for the Transvaal government 
to Great Britain's proposition for a 
Joint commission to inquire as to what 
effect the reform franchise measures 
would have on the Outlanders Is prob- 
ably incimplete. It undoubtedly givea 
tbateMral lines aevrately.

Full Text Re<«tved. 

London, Aug. 23. — The secretary of 
state for the colonies, Joseph Chamber- 
lain, has received' the text of the 
Tranavaal reply to the propoaals of the 
British government and now haa them 
under consideration. The members of 
the cabinet are within reach, but until 
the government has decided upon 
what course to puraue, Mr. Chamber-

A COSTLY POUCY. 

"It ri)me8 hi>,'h," thi?: policy of expan- 
sion and conquest, is the judgment of 
the Philedeldhia Ledger, Bepabliean, 

but regariling with disfavor Mr. McKin- 
ley's Philippine policy. Speaking of the 
the increase of the army to 100,000, on 

the heels of The Haerue conference it de- 
uUr.-s it an ineviti.ble seijtienie of Mr. 
McKinley's plans. It goes on : 

"This policy, as it has been daily illus- 
trated, aoea not mean alone the expan- 
lion of territory; it means, among a 
goodly number of other things, new and 
strange, an army of 100,000 eflectives, a 
navy of many and formidable ships; it 
means the expansion of the list of dead 
and wounded, the expansion of taxation, 
of war taxes at a time when any war 
authorized by Congress, without which 
aathorization no war is justified, cannot 
be said to constitutionally exist, and of 
the expansiou of the cost of all the 
necessaries of life. Thtis, it will be per- 
ceived, the price iif the polii'v of expan- 
sion isf lii^li, and with eauli new day it is 
certain to l)e lii^'her. To create and 
maintain vast arniic? arteM, to construct 
and keep afloat great liirlitink: nhip?, re- 
quires enormous revennen, all which 
uuist nect'SHarilv lie fiirnislied by the 
people. Not onlv are tlie Spanish war 
taxee etill on months after peace was de- 
clared, hut they must be expanded in- 
detinitely in oriler to keep pace with the 
policy of expansion. Onerous and bur- 
densome as they are, the revenue enp- 
plied by them still falls far behind the 
expenditures, as for instance the treas- 
ury report for July shows that the Gov- 
ernment's income from all sources was 
i*r less than ita outlay, the cost of the 
Philippine war alone for the last month 
having been upward of $19,000,000. 
There is somethuBg exceedingly attract- 
ive in pleyiM at expansion. The game 
is unaooDtMly a pretty one, but, all 
tbion ooosidered, la toe kum tmUj 
worth the oandle? 



The PoatofBoe Department has adopt- 

e<l a new form of domestic money orders, 
whicb^will be introduced gradually, or 
as suppliea of the old form become 
exhausted, at the various poetofflces 
throughout the country after the 4th of 
September. 

The new fjrm la somewhat smaller 
than the order qow in use. Ita dimen 
aiooa are abbot those of the ordinary 
book draft It hai two adjoncta— the 
advlee, or notifleaton, to be aeot by the 
isbuing to the paying postmaster, it 
being a reproduction of the order through 
the OM of carbonised paper (the maniMd 
proce^f), and a receipt for the am lunt, to 
be furnished by the issuing postmaster 
to the remitter. 

On the back of the order a separate 
space has been provided for the stamps 
of banks through which it o»y be paited 
for collection. 

In color the order is blue, having a 
light blue ground, with fine, closely inter 
laoed tinted lines of geometrical li^tbe 
work, of darker shade. In the center is 
an cHciitcheon bearing the words "Postal 
Money Order" in shaded capital letter^ 
of the same two tlnta of bloe. The tint 
of the order and the lathe work will serve 
to prevent imitations; but, as an addi- 
Uooal safeguard againat ooonterfeiting, « 
horizontal water mark, composed of the 
initials U. S. M. O., in broad capital 
letters, has been wrooght.|into the paper 
on which the new forms are printed. 

Through the process mentioned (the 
carbon, or manifold process) the order 
and the advice are produced simulta 
neonsly; by the same operation the 
essential particulars of name of payee, 
date, amount and place of payment, are 
written in the order. The liability to 
mistake is thus greatly lessened, and a 
saving of time effected. Discrepancies 
between order and advice, which, by 
entailing additional correspondence and 
causing delay in payment, have hereto- 
fore been a source of .anooyanoa to the 
department and postmasters, as well as 
to remitters and payees, are prevented, 
and absolute uniformity between the 
order and advice insured. The dispatch 
of advices, which hitherto have not been 
made out until after issoe of the ordeia, 
will also be accelerated. 

In shape and sise the new order is 
deemed a decided improvement over any 
other form of money order hitherto 
adopted by the department. Ita dimen- 
sioiis being about those of the ordinary 
bank draft, it may be conveniently hand- 
led when mixed with different kinds of 
commercial peper. It is bellered that 
the change made in this respect will be 
heartily approved by benka and boafauaa 
people generally.
